THE DEMOCRATS AND THE CINCINNATI

The main argument of the voters and 
HeWsPap~—e in the Grant interest is, that 
the Democratic they ratified 
the Cincinnati platform, were not non. 
that they accepted it with a mental reser- 
vation and a lying tongue, intending to 
break away from it immediately after the 
campaign, and that the Southern people, 
in 80 far as they were represented at Bal- 
timore, made themselves parties toa gi- 
gantic subterfuge. | 

It does not become as to teach the 
Grant managers how to conduct their 
campaign; but it appears to 
us that nothing would be 
20 likely to unite the Democrats into a 
solid mass in the support of Horace 
Greeley as to din it in their ears every day 
that they are alot of confidence men en- 
gaged in a National Peter Fank operation. 
This taunt, coupled with the assurance 


that if Greeley is elected he will give 
them all the offices, ought to make them 
tolerably unanimous for Greeley.’ Their | 
importance as a factor in the campaign is 
very considerable, amounting, according 
to the best calculations, to 47 per cent of 
the entire vote of the country.

is an accusation against human natare. 
lt isa moral and physical impossibility 
that 000,000 of men, nearly one-half of 
the entire voting population of the coun- 
try, should utter simultaneously a delib- 
erate lie. Nobody who gives the matter a 
moment's thought believes that such a 
thing is possible. And when we reflect 
that the Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and 
Fifteenth Amendments of the Constitu- 
tion are irrepealable, except by a 
vote of two-thirds of Congress and three- 
fourths of the State Legislatures, the ab- 
surdity of supposing that the Demoorats, 
after solemnly pledging themselves to op- 
pose any reopening of the questions 
settled by those amendments, will forth- 
with enter upon the bepeless task of up- 
setting them, becomes manifest to every 
reflecting person. 

So far as the Southern people are con- 
eerned, we think that few persons will 
charge them with a want of candor. 
When they told us they intended to se- 
cede, we didn't believe them. When they 
told us they intended to fight, 
we didnt believe them. We 
tonnd to our cost, and still more to theirs, 
that they were eminently men of their 
word. When the war was over, they told 
us they were ready to accept, in good 
faith, any terms we might cheose to im- 
pose upon them. We have the testimony 
of General Grant, in his report to i’resi- 
dent Johnson, that they did so submit in 
good faith and with honest purpose. And 
shall we now be told that, when they in- 
dorse and ratify the Cineinnati platform, 
they do so with false pretences, intending 
to embrace the rst opportunity to prove 
themselves liars? For ourseives, we do 
not think so poorly of human nature. We 
do not read the history of the Southern 
people in such a light. Slavery 
was entailed upon them,—a grievous 
curse. If it had been entailed upon us, 
how much better should we have been’ 
Let each man who rises up at this remote 
period to curse Slaveholders and Rebels, 
ask himself what he would have done if 
born and nurtured under that bad system, 
and educated in that dreadful school. 
They have suffered much. Their land has 
been overrun by armies, their system has 
been destroyed, their property is gone, or 
is fast going, from them. Their pride has 
been humbled, and we have set for them 
the hardest task ever given to aa cnlight- 
people,-the task of reorganizing 
seciety in the presence and with 
the incubus of an enormous mass 
of ignorance. They have been pestered 
with carpet-baggers and robbed by itiner- 


ant villains. That they have suffered 


enough, and more than enongh, is the de- 
liberate judgment of the great mass of 
the Northern people. They have given 
us no cause to say that they are liars. 
They have given us no reason to suppose 
that they have adopted the Cincinnati 
platform with a mental reservation, and 
nobody believes in his heart that they 
have.

AN ALARMING ANROUNCEMERT. 
The Houston (Texas) Union, the organ 
of the Grant Administration in that State, 
edited by the Chairman of the GrantS 
Centeal Committee, who ie also 
‘master of Houston, has at last discove 
‘a new reason why Mr. Greeley should not 
‘be elected, and announces this reason in 
two columns of tae most touching twaddle 
that has ever been written since Sterne’s 
threnody over the dead donkey he found 


by the wayside,in his Sentimental Journéy. . 


It would be worse than useless to attempt 
to answer this reason, either with fact er 
logic. The most that weean do under the 
circumstances is to tearfally present it te 
our readers, and to indulge the hope that 
things are not as bad as they seem. The 
Postmaster of Houston assumes that Mr. 
Greeley does not believe in the religion 
of. the country, as held by either 
the Catholics or Protestants; that 
he does not believe in the fan- 
damental doctrines of the Christian 
réligion, as held from the days of the 
‘Apostles lo the present; and that be is 
arrayed against the entire pulpit of the 
country. This is hard, certainly, and, the 
announcement will cause a widespread 
feeling of gloom and sadness in the 
Christian State of Texas; but it is not 
half so hard as the Postmaster’s deduc- 
tions from this distressing condition of 
Mr. Greeley’s inner consciousness. 

It would be more pleasant for us to 
draw a veil over these deductions; but, 
even at the risk of lacerating people's 
feelings, we shail not shrink from stating 
the results which the Postmaster claims 
will ensue upon the election of this un- 
godly man.
